We  especially  urge  that  wherever  possible  at  least  100 
bulbs  be  planted,  including  early,  mid-season  and  late 
varieties,  so  that  you  may  have  enough  open  at  one  time 
to  cut  an  attractive  bouquet,  also  have  a  long  season  of 
bloom.  This  may  be  done  in  a  small  space  as  they  may  be 
planted  from  4  to  6  . inches  apart.  If  possible  .grow  them 
by  the  thousand.  Select  a  few  by  name  for  a  trial  garden 
and  plant  one  or  more  thousand  mixed  bulbs  in  a  bed  for 
landscape  and  cutting.  For  this  purpose  you  will  find 
special  collections  on  pages  6  and  7  admirably  adapted.  A 
bed  3  feet  wide  and  50  feet  long  is  ample  for  1000  bulbs. 
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THRIPS 


The  most  outstanding  development  in  the  history  of  the 
Gladiolus  is  the  recent  appearance  of  an  insect  pest  known 
as  Thrips.  These  were  first  discovered  in  1930  and  no  one 
appears  to  know  where  they  came  from.  In  1931  the  dam¬ 
age  done  in  some  sections  was  very  great  and  scientific 
investigation  was  started  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
in  Washington  as  well  as  a  number  of  state  departments. 
Various  methods  of  control  have  been  developed  and  it  now 
appears  that  satisfactory  control  is  not  only  possible  but  is 
neither  expensive  nor  difficult. 

All  authorities  agree  that  the  most  important  feature  is 
to  be  sure  your  bulbs  when  planted  are  absolutely  free  from 
thrips.  With  this  assured  it  appears  highly  probable  that 
frequent  spraying  with  the  garden  hose  with  good  pressure 
and  cold  water  will  keep  these  pests  well  in  control.  If  you 
care  to  resort  to  spraying,  probably  the  formula  of  2  level 
tablespoons  of  Paris  Green  and  2  lbs.  of  brown  sugar  dis¬ 
solved  in  3  gallons  of  water  is  the  most  satisfactory.  A 
little  nicotine  sulfate  may  be  added  if  desired. 

There  was  very  little  damage  by  Thrips  in  this  vicinity 
last  summer,  and  in  our  own  gardens  we  had  almost  none. 
We  did  however  have  a  very  few,  as  did  probably  practically 
every  grower  in  the  country.  Our  own  were  as  free  as  any 
I  saw,  but  to  be  sure  our  customers  get  bulbs  that  are  abso¬ 
lutely  clean  we  have  installed  arrangements  for  treating  the 
bulbs  that  we  think  are  second  to  none,  and  all  our  bulbs 
will  be  thoroughly  treated  before  shipment  and  will  reach 
you  absolutely  free  from  Thrips,  either  adult  or  eggs. 
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For  home  treatment  of  small  quantities  of  bulbs  it  is 
probable  that  the  most  practical  is  the  use  of  Napthalene 
flakes  which  can  be  obtained  at  any  drug  store  at  a  very 
low  price.  When  your  bulbs  are  fairly  well  dried  after 
digging  and  the  roots  and  old  bulbs  removed,  spread  out 
in  shallow  boxes  and  sprinkle  Napthalene  flakes  over  them 
at  the  rate  of  about  an  ounce  to  100  bulbs.  More  will  not 
hurt.  Cover  the  trays  with  newspapers  to  confine  the  fumes 
but  do  not  cover  with  an  absolutely  tight  cover.  Keep  in 
a  warm  place,  about  65°,  to  70°,  for  2  to  3  weeks,  then 
remove  the  papers  and  store  in  a  cool  place,  not  cooler  than 
33°  and  not  warmer  than  45°.  35  to  40  is  best.  2  or  3 

weeks  before  planting  sprinkle  on  more  Nanthalene  and 
again  bring  into  a  warmer  place,  covering  with  newspaners 
as  before.  We  are  assured  that  this  treatment  will  kill  all 
thrips  both  adult  and  eggs.  After  the  bulbs  are  planted  and 
growing  it  is  probable  that  frequent  syringing  with  the  hose 
with  good  pressure  will  keep  your  glads  free  from  injury 
by  this  pest. 

Soaking  the  bulbs  for  12  hours  either  in  Bichloride  of 
Mercury  (Corrosive  Sublimate)  1  to  1000,  or  in  common 
household  lye,  1  pound  to  20  gallons  of  water,  instead  of 
the  last  application  of  Napthalene  just  before  planting,  will 
kill  all  disease  germs  such  as  rot  or  scab,  as  well  as  clean 
up  all  Thrips,  and  will  give  you  fine  clean  bulbs  when  dug. 
We  recommend  this  treatment. 
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Death  to  Thrips!

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CULTURE 


Gladiolus  bulbs  should  be  planted  in  full  sunshine  and 
will  not  thrive  in  shady  places.  If  planted  in  rows  we 
recommend  a  double  row  with  bulbs  about  4  inches  apart; 
if  in  beds  plant  from  4  to  6  inches  each  way.  Plant  from 
4  to  6  inches  deep  on  moderately  rich  soil  and  do  not  allow 
bulbs  to  come  in  contact  with  fresh  manure.  It  is  best  to 
apply  manure  in  the  fall  and  dig  it  into  the  soil  in  the 
spring.  They  may  be  planted  any  time  after  the  ground 
is  fit  to  work  and  should  be  kept  free  from  weeds  at  all 
times.  With  clean  cultivation  it  is  seldom  necessary  to  apply 
water,  but  if  it  becomes  necessary,  water  very  thoroughly 
about  once  a  week,  rather  than  a  little  every  day. 

When  cutting  flowers  leave  4  full  leaves  to  mature  the 
bulb.  Remove  faded  flowers  and  cut  off  a  little  of  the  stem 
every  day  and  they  will  last  a  week  or  more  in  good 
condition. 

When  leaves  turn  yellow  or  are  killed  by  frost  dig  up 
the  bulbs,  cut  off  the  tops  close  to  the  bulb,  and  spread 
out  in  the  sun  to  dry.  When  thoroughly  dry  place  in 
shallow  boxes  and  in  a  dry  frost  proof  place.  Do  not  store 
in  tight  bags  or  in  deep  boxes  as  they  must  have  good 
ventilation  or  they  will  mould  and  rot.  The  old  dried  up 
bulbs  and  bulblets  may  be  removed  at  any  time  before 
planting. 

If  you  have  the  room  you  will  find  much  enjoyment  in 
planting  the  bulblets  and  watching  them  develop.  Plant 
thickly  in  rows  about  2  inches  deep  early  in  the  season. 
While  germination  is  somewhat  uncertain  yet  if  you  have 
fair  success  you  will  find  this  a  very  inexpensive  way  to 
secure  a  stock  of  some  of  the  higher  priced  varieties. 


CAUTION 


When  you  receive  bulbs,  no  matter  where  from,  open 
packages  immediately  to  admit  air,  and  store  in  a  cool 
place  but  keep  from  frost.  Leave  top  of  bags  open,  or 
better  place  in  shallow  box.  They  must  not  be  left  in  closed 
bags.
